You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Danville  Town  Hall  in 
said  Danville  on  Tuesday,  the  Eleventh  (11th)  day  of  March,  next 
at  one -thirty  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Tow^n  Officers  for  the  year  en- 
suing.

3.  To  see  how  much  of  the  Parsonage  Fund  the  Town  will 
vote  to  spend  for  preaching  for  the  ensuing  year. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  hire  money  for  the  use  of  the  Town  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  sell  Tax  Title  Property. 

6.  On  petition  of  10  people  or  more:  "That  all  restric- 
tions pertaining  to  the  use  of  the  land  that  are  a  part  of  the  deed 
given  by  the  Selectmen  of  Danville  to  Edgar  F.  and  Sylvia  A.

We  are  again  fortunate  to  have  an  additional  police  of- 
ficer graduate  from  the  Rockingham  County  Police  Training  Acad- 
emy. Special  Officer  Steven  Cummings  completed  his  training, 
with  a  total  of  96  Classroom  hours  and  18  field  hours,  for  gradua- 
tion.    Time  and  travel  expenses  not  included  in  the  above. 

Members  of  the  department  sponsored  a  rabies  clinic  at 
the  Fire  House  on  July  16th,  with  the  assistance  of  interested  citi- 
zens and  members  of  the  Danville  Firemen's  Association.  Under 
the  new  law,  all  dogs  must  have  rabies  vaccination  before  registra- 
tion, and  this  clinic  was  sponsored  to  aid  dog  owners.  The  Town 
Clerk  attended  the  clinic  and  33  dogs  were  registered.  This  was 
considered  a  worthwhile  project,  as  dog  owners  from  surrounding 
towns  were  also  invited.  Many  thanks  to  all  those  who  assisted  in 
this  clinic. 

During  the  year,  there  were  5  dogs  turned  over  to  the 
S.  P.  C.  A. ,  homes  were  found  for  3,  and  1  was  disposed  of. 

We  wish  to  express  thanks  to  all  those  who  have  been 
helpful,  understanding  and  cooperative  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  BEAUTIFICATION  COMMITTEE 

As  discussed  and  voted  affirmatively  at  the  1968  Town 
Meeting,  this  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  en- 
able the  Town  to  participate  in  a  state -wide  contest  to  improve 
the  appearance  of  New  Hampshire.  Its  members:  Willis  T.  Rich, 
Chairman,  Gilbert  Hewins,  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Michael  Weston,  Sec- 
retary. A  program  was  laid  out  at  the  first  meeting,  and,  with  the 
active  help  of  organizations  and  individuals,  the  following  projects 
have  been  completed  or  initiated. 

Plantings  of  flowers  and  evergreens  were  made  in  several 
locations:  In  South  Danville  and  Danville  triangles  (along  Rte  111) 
as  well  as  in  front  of  the  Town  Hall.  Flowerbeds  cultivated  by 
John  Jewel,  loam  from  George  Gorton,  border  marking  stones  de- 
livered by  Dick  Nyberg,  planting  done  by  Mrs.  Wilson  and  4-H 
group  (Also  donated  evergreen  tree),  plants  from  Mrs.  Weston. 
Town  Hall  planting  was  done  by  the  Firemen's  Ass'n  Picnic  Com- 
mittee. All  materials  and  labor  free  of  charge.  Plantings  at 
Beech  Plain  Road,  North  Danville  by  V.  I.  S. ,  directed  by  Milton 
Sanborn.    The  organization  supplies  $10.00  of  plants  for  this  area. 

Picnic  tables  were  constructed  by  Paul  Collins  and  George 
Gorton,  free  of  charge,  for  picnic  areas  on  the  Kingston  Road  and 
Coburn  Hill.

A  town  marker  for  Danville  center  is  presently  under  con- 
struction by  Paul  Collins,

Specific  donations  of  $15.00  each  were  made  by  the 
Women's  Relief  Corps  and  the  Danville  Grange,  presented  to  the 
Committee  by  Mrs.  Frances  Colby.  We  also  gratefully  acknowledge 
the  many  gifts  received  from  private  citizens.  Most  of  all,  we 
appreciate  the  spirit  of  cooperation  found  nearly  everywhere,  and 
the  promise  this  holds  for  future  efforts.
